Lord Mayor—It is only fair to say that 
when your letter came here I consulted the 
Town Clerk as to the best way of dealing 
with it, and the Town Clerk decided that you 
could raise the matter at this meeting. \ You 
drew attention to the absence of a quorum. 
I looked around and said that I tiought there 
was a quorum. Then you came up and spoke 
to the Law Agent, and after three or four 
minutes I said, “Bhall I call the roll?’’ and 
you haid “' No.’’ 

Mrs. Wyse Power—I said ‘‘ Whatever is 
usual.” When I drew attention to the fact 
that there was no quorum I think I shovld 
not have been asked if the roll should be 
called. The roll should have been called. 

Mr. Rice, Law Agent, said that if objection 
was made by any member, it should not only 
be recorded in the minutes, but the roll should 
be called. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that when a conn- 
-Cillor called attention to the absence of a 
quorum the Standing Orders should have been 
complied with. 

The minutes were then signed, subject to 
Mrs. Wyse Power raising the point as to 
what happened according to her recollection. 

PETITION TO THE DAIL. 

Mr. P. T. Daly asked if the Council had 
received a reply with reference to the pre- 
sentation of the Council’s petition at the Bar’ 
of the Dail. 

The Town Clerk read a letter from the 
Clerk .of the Dail, stating that there was as 
yet no procedure by which petitions could be 
presented to the Dail. 

Alderman Byrne, T.D., eaid that when the 
Council passed the resolution at the last meet- 
ing asking that the Lord Mayor should go to 
the Dail and present a petition, he interviewed 
the Speaker on the matter, and was told b 
him that in the Standing Orders of the Dail 
there was no authority given to the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin or anybody else other than 
a member of the Dail to present a petition. 
Mr. Hayes said that it was only by motion 
of Henry Grattan in 1813 that the Corporation 
of Dublin secured, with the Sheriffs of Lon- 
don, the right to present petitions at the Bar 
of the House of Commons in Westminster. 

Alderman Byrne, proceeding, said he had 
iven notice of motion in the Dail that the 
Eirí should have the privilege of pre- 
senting petitions, just as they had “at West- 
minster. It was coming up on private mem- 
ber’s notice next Friday. 

The Lord Mayor thanked Alderman Byrne 
for what he had done in the matter. 

Mr. P. T. Daly also thanked Alderman 
Byrne for the interest he had taken in the 
matter. Dublin Corporation, being the 
Council of the Metropolis, should have this 
right of presenting a petition to the Dail. He 
thought that the Dail might have received this 
petition, and given the Corporation a way out 
of a very difficult position instead of simply 
throwing them over. 

THE CITY BOUNDARIES, 

Mr. Paul proposed that the Finance and 
(seneral Purposes Committee be instructed to 
invite representations from the Dublin County 
Council, the townships in proximity to Dublin, 
and North and South Dublin Rural District 
Councils to a conference, with a view to 
arranging for en extension of the city boun- 
daries. ( 

Alderman Shields seconded the resolution, 
which was passed. ‘ 

A letter from President Cosgrave, thanking 
the Corporation for vote of condolence passed 
to him on the death of his brother, was 
ordered to be inserted on the minutes. 


FAIRBROTHERS’ FIELDS HOUSES. 

Councillor J. J. Murphy moved the adop- 
tion of the report of the Housing, Work- 
shops and Supplies Committee re the comple- 
tion of Dublin Building Guild’s contract for 
58 houses on. Faitbrother’s Fields area. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark, High Sheriff, 
said that unless members read these reports 
very carefully they might be under a wrong 
impression. The impression might be that 
there was a profit of £657 17s.. The Guild 
claimed half of this amount. He wanted it 
understood clearly that the Guild had not 
built the houses at: a cheaper rate than private 
contractors. He submitted that, instead of 
their being a profit of £637 17s., there had 
been a substantial loss as compared with the 
figures of the private contractor. The Corpora- 
tion had advanced £37,000 for the. buildin 
of these houses, bought materials and pai 
wages, and not a farthing was charged for 
interest. 

Mr. P_ T. Daly said that what Alderman 
Clark said seemed to suggest that the Hous- 
ing Committee had issued a false balance 
sheet. 

Alderman Clark—No, no. 

The Lord Mayor said that he was sure that 
Alderman Clark did not wish to impute any- 
thing wrong. 

Alderman Clark—Certainly not, 

After some further discussion, an amend- 
ment by Mr. Daly, that the matter be re- 
ferred to a Committee of the Whole Council, 
was adopted. 

Alderman A. Byrne drew attention to the 
main drainage system at the North Lough, 
which, he said, should be seen to. 

Mr. McIntyre, Chairman oí. the Streets’ 
Committee, said that the matter was being 
attended to. As Chairman of the Committee 
he was doing everything he could to get work 
for the unemployed.

Rescue work had been completed by 6 
o'clock, all having been brought to the pit- 
head, excepting two bodies which were 
literally cut in half by the force of the smash. 
The official statement issued by Mr. W. H. 
Masca!!, General Manager, is as follows :— 
“The afternoon shift was going on “daty, 
and when the train got some distance down 
the engine plane the rope broke suddenly, 
thereby allowing the train to run away. After 
running meverat hundreds of yards the tubs 
got off the road, with the result that several 
men wero killed and numbers injured.

Zhob Agency, Baluchistan, was shot dead and 
the driver of the car was mortally wounded. 


Major Finnis was proceeding to Manikhwa 


to attend a joint jirga (meeting), but owing to 
a mistake orders were not issued to the Zhob 
Levy Corps to arrange for pickets to guard 
dangerous spots in the Hassuband Pass, 
where several tribal limits meet. The car 
was fired upon as it entered the pass, and 
Major Finnis and the driver were shot 
through the head. 


Native trackers report that the murderers 


numbered about six. They fled northwards 
after the crime. All the passes have been 
blocked, and pursuit parties have been sent 
out, 


Major Finnis’ death is greatly deplored. 


He leaves a widow and two children, who 
are staying at Quetta.—(Reuter.) 


Major _Finnis was formerly Lieutenant- 


Governor of the Punjab. He was well-known 
to the frontier tribes. 


This is the seventh murder of this kind on

| taker she was rent frée, so that it was im- 
| possible for her to leave. Her elder daughter 
| got rheumatic fever and was laid up at home 
i for months. Now the mother has only 
| strength left to do the necessary cleaning in 
| the house. The elder daughter, the chief 
| wage-earner. is down with rheumatic fever for 
the second time for the past six months, and 
unless she can get into dry and healthy sur- 
coundings what is before her’ If the la- 
tions of the Public Health Act had n 
carried out consistently, these lives would not 
be in danger. Now I am informed that steps 
are being taken to re-open some of the base- 
-ments.in the same street which were closed 
years ago. I hope that the authorities will 
see that this is prevented.

PAYMENT OF DIVIDENDS. 


In the Chancery Division, before the Master 
of the Rolls, in the matter of the Assurance 
Companies Act, 1909, and the Royal Ex- 
change Assurance, 

Mr. McLoughlin (instructed by Messrs. 
James H. McLoughlin) applied on behalf of 
the Royal Exchange Assurance for an order 
directing that the dividends accruing due 
upon the sum of £20,000, lodged by the 
Assurance in the Saorstat Eireann Court in 
Dublin, should be paid to them as the same 
became due. This was the first application 
of the kina made since, under the new 
régime, it became necessary for English com- 
nies operating in Ireland to deposit £20,000 
in the Irish Courts, instead of in the Supreme 
Courts in England, as was previously the 
case. The Royal Exchange Assurance was in- 
corporated by charter, dated 22nd June, 1720 
and had been carrying on business in Ireland 
since 1722. The £20.000 was lodged in the 
Irish Courts on the 17th October last under 
the warrant of the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, which in Ireland had taken the 
place of the 'ate Board of Trade. 

The Master of the Rolls granted the ap- 
plicatioh, and made the order sought. 

On the application of Mr. Marnan (instructed 
by Messrs. William Findlater and Co.), a 
similar application on behalf of the Royal 
Insurance Company was also granted subse- 
quently.
